A new schedule of rates for water 
consumers ami electric 
power was 
offered 
by a committee last nighi: 
which inv estigated the m atter, anc 
the new schedule was presented to 
the councilmen, who in turn passed 
n resolution instructing the commit­ 
tee to present 
the 
petition 
to the 
public sendee commission for their 
approv al of the rates. 
Under the rev ised schedule, tin 
domestic consumer will not be 
a f­ 
fected by any 
increase 
in electric 
rates, but the w ater rates will 
be 
doubled on the 
monthly 
minimum 
basis, which at present time is 33% 
cents, and under the proposed 
in­ 
crease will amount to 6 6 % cents a 
month. 
Because bills are rendered ev ery 
three months in this city, the water 
will amount to $2.00 a quarter in­ 
stead of $1.00, or $8.00 for a year, 
instead of $4.00 as at present. 
These rates will 
apply 
only 
to 
those consumers 
who use the mini­ 
mum amount each three months, and 
affects 80 percent 
of 
the 
w ater 
onsuiners in Rushv ilie. 
Those who are heav ier users 
of 
water will he charged the following 
rates, under the proposed schedule: 
3,000 cubic feet, $2.00 
Next 3,000 eu. ft., $1.75. 
Next 5,000 eu. ft., $1.50. 
Next 5,000 cu. ft., $1.25, 
Next 5,000 cu. ft., $1.00. 
Balance 75 cents. 
The electric power rates, which 
will affect industries in Rushv ilie us­ 
ing electricity 
to 
operate 
motors, 
were giv en a slight increase, and a 
two cent 
rate 
at present charged 
or heav y users, will be discontin­ 
ued, 
with 3 cents being the lowest 
av ailable rate.

An equalizing rate of 50 cents for

ter. 
One instance was cited where 
it cost the eity ov er $300 to ex tern 
the mains for one w*ater consu mer, 
and that in two y ears, the eitv has 
receiv ed on the inv estment only $G 
a y ear, the minimu m rate for a wa 
ter consu mer. Another incident was 
cited which hap p ened six or sev en 
y ears ago, when $6 00 was sp ent by 
the city * to reach only one consu mer 
This consu mer u sed water only one 
y ear at a flat rate, and then discon­ 
tinu ed the water. The $6 00 line was 
idle for six y ears, and only last y ear 
the consu mer again began u sing it. 
and is p ay ing $4 a y ear on the $6 00 
inv estment. 
The eou ncilmen p rop ose to take 
this m atter u p with the commission, 
p ointing ou t that it is money wasted 
to ex tend lines for one or two con­ 
su mers. 
The 
commission recently 
stated that no ex tension shou ld he 
made if it wou ld not bring ten p er 
cent on the original inv estment, and 
the eou ncilmen 
want 
this u nder­ 
standing to be embodied in the new 
rates.
